I. 


A FURTHER ACCOUNT of Dom 
BERNARD DE MONTFAU- 
CON’s Preliminary Difcourfe upon 
ORIGEN’s HEXAPLA. 


V. WN * this Chapter, Father de Montfaucon 
treats of the Tranflations of Aquila. 

1, St. Epiphanius gives us an Account of 
Aquila’s Life ; but it is interfperfed with ma- 
ny fabulous Circumftances rejected by the 
Learned. That Father makes a fad Figure in 
this Preliminary Difcourfe of Dom Bernard 
de Montfaucon. However, one may believe 
him, when he fays that Aquila tranflated the 
Holy Scripture in the Reign of the Empe- 
ror Hadrian; which he feems to have read in 
the Prologues of Origen’s Hexaple. This 
Epoch may be confirmed by a Paffage of 
Juftin Martyr in his Dialogue with Tryphon, 
quoted by our Author. 

2. Aquila made Two Tranflations of the 
Scripture. The Pirft was not fo literal as 
the Second. Though he expreffled every 
Hebrew Word in Greek, yet he took Care to 
reprefent the Senfe in proper Phrafes, and 
did not fcruple to leave out feveral Particles, 
when they occafioned a Corfufion in the

Thread of the Difcourfe. The Second 
Tranflation of Aquila was fo literal, as to be 

rfe&tly barbarous ; for he tranflated every 

ord and Particle of the Original. To give 
an Inftance of it, I thall fer down the firft 
Words of Genefis according to that Verfion. 
Ey xegadraly ixnow 6 Seis oly F tegvdvy © ov 
F yiv. St. Ferom does feverely cenfure this 
Tranflation of Aguile. 

3. Father de Montfeucen does not doubt 
that Origen inferted this Second Verfion of 
Aquila in the Third Column of his Hexspia ; 
and that he took from it the Readings which 
he added with sferisks to the T ion of 
the Septuagint. 

4, 5- It was the common Opinion of the 
Fathers , and other Ancient Ecclefiaftical 
Writers , that Aquila being a great Enemy to 
the Chriftian Religion, perverted the Pafla- 
ges of the Old Teftament, which foretold 
the Coming of Chrift, and put another Senfe 
upon them. Dom Bernard de Montfaucon gives 
us to underftand, that thofe Fathers were 
miftaken. He examines Four Paflages of the 
Old Teftament, which St. Irenaeus, Eufebius, 
Philaftrius, and Anaftafius Sinsita pretend to 
have been corrupted a Aquila, and it plain- 
ly appears from the Author’s Obfervations, 
that thofe Writers had no Reafon to charge 
Aquila with Unfaithfulnefs. Dom Bernard 
de Montfancon difcovers now and then fome 
Weesknefles of the Ancient Fathers; but he 
does it ina very civiPManner. "Tis obfer. 
vable, that Sc. Ferome does fometimes repre« 
fent Aquils, as a Fallifier of the Scripture; 
and fometimes clears him from that Imputz 
tion. Kk . 6. The 
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6. The Author having obferved, that On. 

kelos, or Agitslas, or Aquila, feéwh to be the, 

fame Nawie, adds, that fome will have Qnkee 

los the Author of che Thargum upon the Pen- 

tateuch, to be the fame with Aquila the Greck 

Interpreter; and that others maintain they 

were Two different Perfons. Father de 
Montfaucon does not uadertake to determine 

chat Queftion, and is contented to obferve, 

thas the Chaldafch Paraghsafe of Qnkelos thas, 
no Affinity with the Greek Tranflation of 
Aguila ; which he fhews by comparing feve- 
ral Paffages together. 


























VI. The Author proceeds to give an ‘Ac- 
count of Symmachue's Tranflation, 


1—3 St. Epiphanins fays, that Symmachus 
tranflated che Scripture before Theodotion. 
Father de Montfaucon fhews thatit is a Mi- 
flake, which has been mended in the Chroni- 
con Alexandrinum. It appears from that 
Chronicle, that Theodotion publifhed his Ver- 
fion under the Reign of Gommedus; and that 
the Tranflation of Symmachus came out in 
the Time of the Emperor Severus. Accords 
ing to St. Epiphaniws, Symmachus was origi- 
nally a Samaritan, who turned Jew; but our 
Author follows: the Opinion of Eufebins and 
St. Jerom, who affirm that he.was an Ebsonite. 

4. St. Ferom mentions in his Commentaries 
upon the Scripture, Pwo Editions of Symma- 
chus; but Bather de Montfaucon confidering 
that we have not many Readings of the Se- 
cond Edition, conjectures, that Symmachus 
did not make Two different Tranflations, 
and that he only mended the Firft. Edition in 
feveral Places. : 

s—7. The Tranflation of Symmachus , 
fays the Author, is the cleareft and moft ele- 
gant of all. He does generally exprefs him- 
telf properly and perfpicuoufly. -He does not 
ecanilate every Word literally,.as <quila did, 
nor Clofely follow che Septmagint, as Theodotion; 
but he reprefents the Senfe.fo clearly, even in 
the moft difficule Paffages,that it may ecafily be 
uriderftood. He leaves out the Hebraifms ; 
and takes particular Care to infert nothing in 


his Verfion, that may offend a Greek Reader, 


who has no Skill in Hebrew, Which he does 
infuch a manner, as to follow only the He 
brew Copy, without mking any thing from 
the Septuagint, when it does not agree with 
the Original, Hence it is, that he exprefled 
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the Years of the Patriarchs from 
Abraliam, Shor as they are in thelr a 
but according to the Hebrew Text » as : ad 
pears from a Paffage of Eufebius Bmifimns 
quoted by our Author in his Notes npoe 
Genefis V.s5. Phe Ancients, efpecially Exe. 
bius and St. Jerom, did very much admire the 
Tranflation of Symmachas ; but Theodorys He. 
racleeta had not fo good an Opinion of thar 
T ganflator, Father de Montfaucon undertakes 
to vindicate Symmachus againft that Author. 


VII. The Fran/fationof Theodoti 
the Subje& of the next Chapter, — 


1. According to St. Epiphanins, Theodotioy 
a Native of Sinope in Pontus, was firft a Mar. 
ciomste, and then turned Jew; and after he 
had learned the Hebrew Tongue, undertook 
to tranflate the Scripture. But according to 
Eufebius and St Ferom, he was an Ebionite, 
Father de Montfaucon is inclined to believe, 
that Theodotion was: not a Chriftian Ebionite, 
but an;unbelieving Fem, becaufe he left-out 
the Word Chrift, and made Ufe of the Word 
Un#ion in his Tranflation of a Paflage in 
Daniel 1X. 26. «which he rendred thus: 4 
tere ris EBSouadus res eciixovre dio, &EoAm 
Oph dice) aeicua, ” pofl hebdomadas fenagine 
ta duas exterminabitur unGio. 

2, 3. We have already, faid, that Theodoti- 
om tranflated the Scripture after 4zuila, and 
before Symmachus, under the Reign of the 
Emperor Commodus. te did not differ fo 
much from the Septuagint as the others; nay, 
he followed them very often. Hence. it is, 
that when any thing was wanting in the 
Septuagine, which frequently happened, efpe- 
cially in the Books af Fofhus, Judges ,Kings,J0b, 
Jeremiah andézckial that Defe& wasfupplied 
with Afterisks out of Theodction, whofe Style 
and Digtion came nearer that of thofe Inter 
preters, And becaufe the Book of Dawid 
was full of Tranfpofitions in the Septuagint, 
though Origen endeavoured to put every 
thing in Order, yet the Church Jaid afide the 
Edition of that Father , and fubftituted that 
of Theodotion in the room of it. Whichis 
the Reafon why the Tranflation of the Book 
of Daniel made by Theodotion is read in the 

Greek Churches to this very, Day, and why 

that of the Septuagint was loft by degrees. 
Though Theedotion does generally follow 

the Septuagint ; yet he does not every ee 
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keep to their Interpretation: He adopts the 
Tranflation of Aquils in many Places, and 
frequently differs from all the other Tranfla. 
tors. But in thofe places which he tranflates 
differently from others, he does not appear 
fo well skilled in the Hebrew Language , as 
Aquila and Symmachus; which the Author 
fhews by feveral Examples. 


VIIL. In the next Chapter, the Author 
treats of the Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh Trans 
flations. | 

1, 2. We are alcogether in the dark, as to 
the Time when thofe Tranflations came out ; 
nor do we know by whom they were made, 
and whether'they were publifhed before or 
after the Editions of Aquila, Theodotion, and 
Symmachus. But if the Fifth, which was 
found by chance the Seventh Year of Cara. 
calla, and the Sixth, which was likewife dif- 
covered accidentally in the Reign of Alex. 
ander Severus, lay a long Time concealed, 
they muft have been more Ancient than the 
Editions of Theodotion and Symmachus, which 
came out not long before. However it be, 
one may obferve from the Colle&ion of 
thofe feveral Editions, that in thofe Times 
many undertook to tranflate the Sacred Books 
into Greek ; for befides the Septuagint, Origen 
found Six other Tranflations, and perhaps 
could not find all thofe chat had been made, 
Here the Author takes notice of a Miftake 
of Bifhop Walton, ‘who being deceived by 
the Author of the Synopfs printed among the 
Works of St. Athanafius, believed that the 
Seventh Edition was the fame with that of 
the Martyr Lucian. 

3. It is impoffible to know whether the 
Author of the Fifth Tranflation was a Chri- 
ftian, or a Jew, or a Samaritan, What is 
certain, is, that he took a much greater Lati- 
tude in his Tranflation, than Symmachus ; and 
that fometimes he afted the Part of a Para- 
phraft, as one may fee from his Fragments in 
the Twelve Minor Prophets. However, he 
does not depart from the true Senfe of the 
Scripture; which is the Reafon why the 
Author of the Vulgar Latin does frequently 
follow him in the Prophetital Books juft now 
mentioned. 

4. The Sixth Tranflation was made _ 
Chriftian, as it pinely appears from this 
Fragment, Habakkuk If. 13. t&iaSes 7% of- 
ons Tey naby oe dia Ino’ Ts Xersté oe: Egref- 


fus es ad falvandum populam tuum per Jefum 
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Chriftum tuum. This Interpreter was alfo a 
Kind of a Paraphraft. 

5. Father de Montfaucon infers from a Frag. 
ment of the Seventh Tranflation, Habakkuk 
III. 13. that the Author of it was a Jew, bee 
caufe he tranflated the Words juft now men- 
tioned : cvegdvns, &c. apparuifti fuper falute 
populi tui, ad liberandum elefos twas, That 
Interpreter did alfo tranflate like a Para- 
phraft. 

6. At the End of this Chapter, the Aue 
thor highly commends the Vulgar Larin 
Tranflation. St. ;Ferom (fays he) had the 
Hexapla before his Eyes, when he made that 
Verfion, and took Care to pitch upon the 
beft Interpretations, being direted by fome 
of the moft Learned Jews. He generally 
preferred dquila and Symmachus, as being 
the beft Interpreters. Inthe Pfalms, and the 
Great Prophets, he followed Aquila more 
frequently than Symmachus. In the Minor 
Prophets, he often made Ufe of the Fifth 
Edition. Sometimes he kept to the Seprwa- 
gint ; and frequently inferted a new Inter. 
pretation different from all others, when he 
perceived, after he had confulted the Rab- 
bins, that none of the Tranflators had per- 
fe&ly exprefled the Senfe of the Original. 
Laftly, when be met with varions and doubte 
ful Readings in the Hebrew Text, he was ve~ 
ry careful to chufe the beft. 


IX, The Author fhews what Origen did 
upon each Book of the Scripture, and gives 
an Account of his own Performance upon 
thofe Books. ‘I need not give a particular 
Account of this Chapter ; what I’ have faid 
in the Firft Extra, concerning tholfe Two 
Heads, rte | fufficient co fatisfy the Curi- 
ofity of the Readers. 


X. Father de Montfaucon treats, inthe Tenth 
Chapter, of thofe compendious Notes or 
Marks to be found in the Margins of Manu. 
feript Bibles. He difcourfes, in the firlt 
place, of thofe, rhat are underftood; and 
then he mentions thofe, that can iy be 
explained. Afterwards he proves againft the 
Learned Bifhop Walton, that this Nore, o I, 
fignifies the Three Incerpreters, Aquila, Sym 
machus, and Theodotjon. | 


XI. 1, Any one who confiders how diffi- 


“enle and chargeable it was to write a Bible, 


which contained the Hebrew Text in Hebrew 
Kk2 Cha- 
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Charafters , the fame Text in Greek Letters, 
and then Four Tranflations ac leaf, and 
fometimes Six or Seven, in fo many diftin& 
Columns, and in fuch a manner that none of 
them fhould exceed the other ; any one, I 
fay, who confiders this, will not eafily be- 
lieve that chere were a great many Copies of 
Origen's Hexapla. ‘Tis alfo to be obferved, 
that inthofe Times, fuch Books were writ- 
ten in large Letters, which did very much 
increafe the Bulk of a Volume; and that 
befides the Columns of the Hebrew Text and 
Tranflations , Origen inferted many Annota- 
tions in the Margin: From whence it may 
be inferred , that there was but a very {mall 
Part of the Text in every Page. Father de 
Montfaucon can hardly believe, that all the 
Hexapla could be contained in Fifty large 
Volumes. 

2, 3- Hence it is that thofe, who were 
not able to get a Copy of that great Work, 
cook Care to have the moft Valuable Read- 
ings of Aquila, Symmachus, Tieodotion, jand 
others, tranfcribed in the Margins of their 
Copies of the Septuagint. And becaufe thofe 
who made that Choice, were Men of diffe- 
rent Taftes, it happened that different Read- 
ings were inferted in different Copies of the 
Bible, infomuch that there are few Manu- 
{cripts that exhibit the fame Readings; which 
is the Reafon why their Number is very 
confiderable. Among thofe Manufcripts, the 
moft valuable are the following, viz. Two 
belonging to the Library of the Bithop of 
Metz; one of which, written in large {quare 
Letters about the Sixth or Seventh Century, 
contains the Ofateucsh, and the Books of 
Kings, with fome Gaps here and there; the 
other, tranfcribed in the Tenth Century, 
contains the Books of Kings, the Chronicles, 
Ezra, Efther, Judith, and the Maccabees, with 
a great Number of Marginal Interprétations 
upon the Books. of Kings. This, like abl 
other Manufcripts, has but few Readings 


upon the Chronicies, and none upon the other 


Books. The next Manvfcript, mentioned 
by the Author, belongs to the King of 
France's Library: Ic was written about the 
Thirteenth Century , and there are in it ma- 
ny Readings upon the Books of Kings. A 


Manufcripe of the Tenth Century, in the 
Library of the Monks of St. Ba/il at Rome, 
which is full of Marginal Readings, has 
been of great Ufe to the Author: Ic con- 
tains the Heptateuch ; But the greatelt Part.of 
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Genefis is wanting. Father de Montf;

fo taken many Readings upon Jeremia) and. 
Exekiel from a Copy of the Prophets belong. 
ing to the Jefuits of the Cobcge of Lewis x 4 
Great; for Ifaiah was printed by Berretare 
and there are few Marginal Interpretations 
upon the other Prophets in that Manufcript 
which is interfperfed with Aperisks and Obel;. 
fometimes in the Text, but more frequent! ’ 
in the Margins. The Author informs “ 
again, that he was not allowed to ufe thae 
Manufcript above Four Days, though it was 
lent him at the Sollicitation of Cardinal d'z. 
trées his Patron. He takes notice of Two 
other Manufcripts; one upon 305 in the 
Colbertin Library, which is of a new Date 
but tranfcribed from an old Copy. The 
other Manufcript belongs to the Barber's 
Library : Its Various Readings have been 
publifhed by Bifhop Walron. Father de Mont. 
faucon has made Ule of many other Manu. 
{cripts, that are not fo valuable, and gives an 
Account of them in an Advertifement pre. 
fixed to each Book. 

Befides thofe Manufcripts, the Comments 
ries of the Ancient Writers, efpecially thofe 
of Eufebius, St. Ferom, Theodoret, and Prac. 
piue , have afforded the Author a vaft Num. 
ber of Fragments taken from Aquila, Symmae 
chus, Theodotion, and others. 

4. There is no doubt, that the Lofs of fa 
great a Work, as that of Origen’s Hexapla, is 
to be afcribed to the Scarcity of the Copies. 
At firft moft People were contented to trane 
{cribe out of them the moft valuable Read- 
ings of the feveral Interpreters, which they 
inferted in the Margins of their Bibles. But 
in the latter Ages, they lefe off tranfcribing 
thofe Readings: Hence it: is that. they. are 
more frequently. to. be found in the moft 
Ancient Manufcripts, than in thofe that are 
not fo old. Thus the firft- Copies of the 
Hexapla. being worn out by Time, the whole 
wove was loft for Want of being tranfcrie 

ed. 


T HE Readers’ will find, at the End of 
this Preliminary Difcourfe, Four Greek Pieces, 
never. before printed , concerning the Anc> 
ent Interpretations of the Scripture. 

The Firft was written by Origen, and is 
taken froma Manufcript of the Tenth = 

Cwy, 
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eury, inthe King of France's Library. The 
fame Piece, written by the fame Hand, is 
alfo to be fouad in a Manufeript of the Ha‘i. 
can. 

The Second Piece, entituled, Hypomnema 
few Commentarius Origenis in Pfalmos, has been 

rinted from a Manufcript in the Vatican Li. 
iciek. It feems to be Origen’s Prologue to 
his Commentaries upon the P/alms. The 
Author treats of the Titles of the Pfalms, 
and by the by of thofe who colleéted the 
Pfalter. ; 

The Third Piece of Origen is a Fragment 
extra€ted out of a Manufccipt Catena upon 
the Pfalms in the King of France's Library. 
It runs upon the Ancient Hebrew Charatters: 
the Author fays they were different from 
thofe of his Time. That Fragment is to 
be found in Latin in the Catena of Daniel 
agree ; but no body did ever take notice 
of it. 

The Fourth,Piece is afcribed:. to St. Fpi- 
phanius, and treats. of the Septuagint, and of 
thofe, who. have wrongly interpreted the Scripture. 
That Piece is an Epitome of what St. Epi- 
phanius {ays concerning the Ancient Inter- 
preters in his Book de Ponderibus G Menfuris ; 
and fometimes ic differs from the larger Ac- 
count of chat Father. It is no eafy thing to 
determine whether that Epitome was written 
by St. Epiphanins, or by another Author. 
The Editor has publifhed ic from Two Ma- 
nufcripts of the Tenth Century , belonging 
to the King of France's Library , and to that 
of the Vatican. 


THE Remains of Origen’s Hexapla 
are attended with Two Lexicons, the one 
Hebrew, and the other Greek, with a Difcourfe 
prefixed to them. The firft contains the 
Hebrew Words with their Interpretations, as 
they were in the Hexap/s. To thofe Inter- 
etations the Author has added the other 
gnifications, that are to be found in our 
common Lexicons ; by which meansone may 
fee, how far the Ancients agree with the 
Moderns in their Tranflations , and wherein 
they differ from them. 

ather de Montfaucon obferves, that this 
Lexicon will in. fome meafure make up the 
Lofs of the Hexapia with refpect to the He- 
brew Tongue; for it will appear from the 
{Interpretations of Aquila, Symmachus, Theo~ 
dotion, and others, added to every Hebrew 


Word, how they interpreted the other Pla- 
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ces, whofe Tranflation is loft. The Author 
has alfo inferted the Verfion of the Septuagint 


in this Lexicon, when he thought it might 
be of fome Ufe to underftand the true Senfe 
of the Hebrew Words. 

The Second Lexicom exhibits the Greck 
Words in the Tranflations of 4quila, Sym 
machus, Theodotion, and others, with the He- 
bree Words added tothem. Father de Mont~ 


faucen has not inferted the Words of-the 


Septuagint, becaufe they have already beea 
carefully colle&ted by Kirckerus in his Con- 
cordance, and becaufe they would have too: 
much increafed the Bulk of this Work. 

This Lexicon will afford a confiderabié 
Number of Greek: Words, the greatcft Pare 
whereof are altogether unknown, or lirtle 
ufed, attended with their true Significatiom 
Another Advantage will arife from this 
Work to thofe who apply themfelves to the 
Reading of the Fathers; for it frequencly 
happens, that the Fathers, and other Ecclefi« 
aftical Writers, exhibit feveral Readings not 
to be found in our Common Copies of the 
Septuagint , and. which crept inte other Edi« 
tions of thofe Interpreters out of Aguila, 
Symmachus, Theodetion, &e. This Lexicon 
will upon fuch an Oceafion enable a Reader 
to know what Interpreter was the Author of 
a certain Reading, and in whet Part of the 
Scripture it was to be found. 

Father de Montfaucon obferves in this Dif> 
courfe, that the Ancients and Moderns do 
very much differ in their Way of reading 
Hebrew; and thact the fame Difference pres 
vailed among the Ancients themlelves, ‘Tis: 
therefore no wonder if the Maforets do noe 
perfectly agree with the Ancients, fince 
they followed the Way of Reading that was 
uled in their Time, and.in the Place where 
they: lived, and which differed from that of 
the Ancients, and from that of other Coun- 
tries. 

In the remaining Part: of this Difcourfe, 
the: Author treats of the Ancient Pronunci- 
ation of the Hebrew Letters, and then of the 
Vowels of the Hebrews. 

To conclude, Father de Montfaucen difcos 
vers no lefs Judgment than Learning, and is 
highly to be commended for his great Labour- 
and Induftry in colle oe mains of 
Origen’s Hexapla. 1 cannot forbear mpeg | 
to the Honour of that Religious, that 
never read any Author more careful to di.- 
finguith a flight Conjefture from a plsin-

The only Way to 
avoid falling into their Hands , is to put one 
{elf under their ProteStion, and to ufe them 


for Guides in Travelling. 
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“ Ie happened 
one Day, fays Father Martin, that fome of 
them undertook to infult fome Travellers, 
who had a Robber for their Guide: 
Whereupon the Guide immediately cut 
off his Ears, threatning to kill himfelf, if 
they ufed any more Violence. The Rob- 
bers were obliged to cut off their Ears 
likewife , according to the Cuftom of the 
Country , and intreated the Guide to be 
contented with the Lofs of his Ears. This 
is an odd Cuftom, fays the Miflionary, and 
you will be furprifed at it; but you muft 
know that the Law of Retaliation prevails 
among thofe Nations in its utmoft Severi- 
ty. If any Quarrel arifes between them , 
and one of them plucks out one of his 
Eyes, or kills himfelf; the other muft ufe 
himfelf, or one of his Relations in the 
fame manner. The Women are ftill more 
barbarous in that refpe&t. For an incon- 
fiderable Affront, or an injurious Word, 
they will knock out their Meads againft 
the Door of the Woman, who has abufed 


‘ them; and the latter is immediately obli-

The next Letter was written b 
Sant-Yago, Miflionary in the Kogan t 
Maiffour. He gives an Account of the Per 


fecutions and Death of 
os Father aod built 
erritories of the King of Cagom;; 

upon himfelf the Jealoufy and Heres ia 
Gourou, or Chief Minifter of Religion, and 
of the Daffris his Difciples. He Overesin 
the latter in a publick Difpute, in which he 
proved that there is but one God; and that 
God isa pure Spirit. To revenge themfelyes 
they attacked him with open Force. Above 
Sixty Daferis, followed by a great Number 
of Bramins, fell upon him in his Church, A 
Bramin ftruck him with a Cudgel upon the 
Loins: That Blow was attended with many 
more. Some ftruck him on the Head, others 
on the Arms, with Cudgels, Lances, and 
Swords. Being all bloody, he wat dragged 
to the Gourou. hat Judge asked him feverai 
Queftions, which may be feen in the Letter. 
The Conftancy of rhe Miffionary, and ‘of 
fome of his Difciples, who were alfo horris 
bly beaten, will doubtlefs edify the Readers. 
Father Dacunha, being expelled from that 
Country in fuch a deplorable Condition, 
was removed with great Difficulty to Capi- 
naga, the chief Place of his Refidence, 
where he died of his Wounds in Eighteen 
Days, and the Author of this Letter admi- 
niftred to him the laft Sacraments. 

The Fifth Letter was written by Father 
a’ Entrecolles, who informs us of the State of 
fome Churches of China in 1709. and tells us 
fome News from the Court. A: Device was 
contrived by fome Men to make the Empe- 
ror fufpe& the Faichfulnefs of the Heredita- 
ry Prince. Whereupon that Prince, his 
Children, and his chief Officers were ar- 
refted. An Aftrologer, who had foretold 
that he would never be Emperor, unlefs he 
came to the Imperial Crown om a certain 
Year which he pointed out, was condemned 
to be cut into a Thoufand Pieces. The 
Emperor acquainted his Subjects with the 
Reafons, that moved him to be fo fevere, 
and publifhed againft his Son feveral Mani- 
fefto’s full of Inveétives. 

Upon better Information, the Emperor 
difcovered the Innocence of the Prince de- 
pofed, and what Contrivances had been 
made Ufe of to deftroy him. He came to 
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a Church in he 
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know that his Eldeft Son had had recourfe to 
Magick, and to feveral Preftiges ; that at the 
Inftigation of certain Lama:, he had buried 
a Statue in Tartary; and that this Ceremony 
had been attended with many Magical Ope- 
rations. Thofe Lamas were immediately 
apprehended ; the Statue was digged out of 
the Ground, and the guilty Prince confined 
to his Palace. Thefe Domeftick Diffenti- 
ons threw the Emperor into a deep Melaa- 
choly, attended with fuch violent Palpitati- 
ons of the Heart, that his Life was thought 
to be in Danger. He ordered the Prince de- 
pofed to appear before him; and the Cries 
of that Prince maved him to fuch a degree, 
as to fetch Tears from his Byes. He-asked 
feveral times the Great Men of the Empire, 
whether he had not the Power to fee at Li- 
berty a Son, whole Innocence had been ful- 


ly difcovered. Want of Complaifance and - 


Equity in thofe Lords did very much exafpe- 
rate the Emperor. He turned out the chief 
of them; he removed his Favourites ; and 
the Prince was reftored to his Dignity with 
all the Formalities ufually obferved in the 
Empire. The Eldeft Son of the Emperor 
was condemned to a perpetual Imprifon- 
ment; and Seven Lamas, and Six of his 
Officers, who helped him in his Preftiges, 
were put to Death. 

In the mean time, the Sicknefs of the 
Emperor brought fuch a Weaknels upon 
him, that the Chinefe Phyficians defpaired of 
his Life. At laft they had recourfe to the 
Europeans. They had been told that Brother 
Rhodes was well skilled in Pharmacy; and 
therefore they believed he might eafe the 
Emperor. God blefled the Remedies which 
that Brother made Ufe of for the Recovery 
of that Prince. He put an End to the Pal- 
pitations of his Heart with fome Confection 
of Alkermes; andthen advifed him to drink 
Sack. The Emperor recovered his Strength in 
a little Time, and enjoys a perfe& Health. 
Upon this Occafion, that Prince refolved to 
fhew by an Anuthentick A& what Thoughts 
he entertained of the Miflionaries. His 
Eacomium upon their Condué, and their 
Love for his Perfon, is expreffled in thefe 
Words. You Europeans, fays he, whom 1 
employ within my Palace, have always ferved 
me with Zeal and AffeFion, infomuch that no- 
thing can be objelted againft you. Many Chi- 
nefe mifiruft you: As for me, who have carefully 
taken care that al your Steps fhould be obferved, 
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and never found any thing amifs, I am {a fally 
comvinccd of your Uprightnels and Sincerity, 
that I openly fay you ought to be trufied, and be- 
lieved. Afterwards he fhews how he recove- 
red his Health with the Help of the Eure. 
peans.

Father Jartoeux, who by the Emperor's 
Order is actually making a Map of Tartary, 
defcribes in the Sixth Letter a Plane called 
Gin-feng, highly efteemed in China, and little 
known in Ewrope. He fers forth the Admi- 
rable Virtues, which the Chinefe Phyficians 
afcribe to that Plant, and then he adds: 
‘* What is certain, is, that it fubtilizes the 
‘ Blood, puts it into Motion, and heats ic ; 
chat it helps the Digeftion, and ftrengthens 
** in a fenfible Manner. After I had drawn 
“< the Figure of that Plant, which I fhall 
“ defcribe afterwards, I fele my Pulfe to 
‘* know in what Condition it was ; and then 
“ I took one half of that Root quite raw 
“ without any Preparation ; and an Hour 
“ after, I found my Pulfe fuller and quicker, 
** T had a good Appetite, a much greater 
“ Vigor, and a better Difpofition to work 
“than before”. He mentions fome other 
Experiments, which he made upon himfelf, 
and which had the like Succefs. Afterwards 
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he fhews in what Places the Gin-feng grows, 
how it is gathered and prepared ; and then 
gives fo full a Defcription of that Plant, 
‘tnat there is nothing wanting to it. Father 
du Halde has added to that Defcription an ex- 
act Copy of the Original Draught of Father 
yartoux, The Ginefeng is very dear, even in 
China, and is ap an Ingredient of Reme- 
dies prepared for Great Men. 
This Letter is attended with a Relation of 
‘the Life and Death of Father Cyprian Baraze, 
Founder of the Miffion of the Moxes, in the 
South of America. That bev 208 inhabit Part 
of avaftCountry, which difcovers it felf, as 
one goes from Santa Cruz dele Sierra along a 
Ridge of fteep Mountains reaching from 
South to North. Ic extends it felf from the 
Tenth to the Fifteenth Degree of Southern 
Latitude. The Moxes were hardly Men, be- 
fore the Coming of Father Bsraze among 
them. They had neither Laws, nor Govern- 
ment, nor Policy: No body commanded, 
and no body obeyed: When any Quarrel 
happened, every body righted himfelt with 
his own Hands. ‘They generally met only 
.to make themfelves drunk ; and the End of 
their merry Meetings was always tragical. 
They lived in a profound Ignorance of the 
true God, and without Hopes of any future 
Happinefs. Some worthipped the Stars ; 
others worfhipped Rivers; and others, a 
pretended invifible Tiger, or {mall Idols of 
a ridiculous Shape. The Labours of Father 
‘Baraze proved fo fuccefsful, that che Mowes, 
‘and other neg age, Be eg renounced 
their Ancient Way of Living, and appeared 
‘worthy of being baptized. hen they em- 
braced Chriftianity, they became, as it were, 
other Men; they took up other Cuftoms, 
and other Manners, and fubje&ted themfelves 
to the moft fevere Laws of Religion. The 
Miffionary eftablifhed a Form of Govern. 
ment among them.. To that end, he pitched 
upon thofe who were moft Eminent for their 
Valour and Wifdom, and appointed them 
Captains, Heads of Houfes, Confuls, @c. 
to govern the reft of the People. Father 
Cyprian being fenfible that the Knowledge of 
Arts would very much contribute to civilize 
chat Nation, found a Way to make them 
learn thofe that are moft necefflary. Plow- 
men, Carpenters, Weavers, and other Work- 
men of that Nature were quickly feen 
among them. Nay, he furnifhed them with 
Vials, ‘by Mocking their Country with 
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Bulls and Cows. But the I 
Labour of that Father with pes Th = 
poral Concerns, was the Dj covery =, 
new Road from the Country of the Moxes “ 
Peru. He looked for it Four Years together 
— incredible Pains, and at laft he found 
it. 

Father Cyprian Baraze did alfo 
Gofpel to the Tapacures , Ghigo caee 
monians , Cirionians , Guarayens, and Beurey 
The Guarayens have rendred themfelves for. 
midable to all the other Nations, by their 
barbarous Cuftom of living upon Human 
Fleth. They purfue Men muahia the fame 
manner as if they hunted Beafts: The 
take them alive, if they can, carry rac 
away, and kill chem one after another, when 
they are hungry. The Baures appear more 
Sociable » and more Civilized chan all their 
Neighbours. They have many Boroughs 
with Screets and Places of Arms, where their 
Soldiers exercife. They are under the Com. 
mand of Captains: They give a good Re. 
ception to their Guefts: Their Wives wear 
decent Cloaths. Father Cyprian went a great 
way into their Country, and faw a great 
many Boroughs. The People every where 
feemed to be docile, and to relifh the new 
Law which he preached to them; and yet 
thofe Barbarians were its greateft Enemies, 
They murdered Father Cyprian Baraze the 
16th of September of the Year 1702. which 
was the Sixty One of his Age. He beftow. 
ed Twenty Seven Years and fome Months 
npon the Converfion of the Moxes, and other 

ations, juft now mentioned. He baptized 
above Forty ‘Thoufand Idolaters, He had 
but one Companion, when he came into 
thofe vaft Countries ; but he has left behind 
him above Thirty Miffionaries, who have ine 
herited his Virtues, and his Zeal. 

Father Paraxe was informed by the Tapacue

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Church of the Miffionaries, Thofe Idolaters 
undertook to force them to leave their Coun- 
try ; but the Courage of the new Chriftians, 
and the Conftancy of the Miffionaries made 
all the Endeavours of the Gorous and Dafferis 
ineffeftual. The Second Letter concerns Hya- 
fon's-Bay,and the Settlement which the Englifh 
and French have made in it fucceflively. 
There is in that Letter a full Defcription of 
Mr. a’ Iberville’'s Voyage, and of the taking 
of the Fort by the French. That Fort is 
fituated about the 57th Degree of Latitude, 
& ftandsat the Mouth of Two fine Rivers. 
Thovgh the Ground is very barren and 
marfhy, yet it affords wherewithal to live. 
The Rivers are full of Fifth. There is a 
great Multitude of Partridges all che Winter, 
and of Geefe, Buftards, Ducks, and other 
River-Fow] in the Spring and the Autumn.

HE Hiftory of Councils is not, gene- 

rally {peaking, very edifying. I think 
one of the beft Reafons that can be given for 
it, is contained in thefe Words of Pliny the 
Younger. Numerantur enim fententia, fays t 
that Ingenious Author , won ponderantur: nec 
aliud in publico Comcilio poteft feri 5 im quo nihil 
eff tam inequale, quem equalitas ipfs. Nam 
cum fit impar prudentia, par omnium jus eff. 
When Ecclefiatticks are invefted with a very 
great Power, as they are in the Church of 
Rome, they frequently vote the wrong Way, 
and make an ill Ufe of, their Anthority. & 
cannot therefore but approve the Judgmenc 
of an Eminent Divine f of the Confeflion of 
Augsburg, who, as I have obferved in the Ift 
Volume ‘of thefe, Memoirs *, is of Opinion 
that a National Clergy owght mot to have a 
greacer Power, in Matters of Religion , 
than chat of the Church of England. The 
Chriftian World will never be happy, unlefs 
the Power of the Romifb Clergy be confined 
within due Bounds. [am going to give an 
Account of a Famous Council, which being 
too powerful, voted the Deftru&tion of Two 
good Men , and-fignalized: their Cruelty by 
committing them to the Flames upon Ac- 
count of blerefy. 

There is hardly any Council more memo- 
rable than. that.of Confance, Lays Mr. Lewfant : 
Things of the ibigheft Importance were 
tranfacted in chat Adlembly. The Depofiri- 
on of Two Popes, the, voluntary or forced 
Abdication of a Third, «the Reunion of all 
Chriftian Nations, the Prefence and conti- 
nual A@tivity of a great Emperor, the Su- 
petiority. of General Councils vindicated 


ee a ne ete cnet ae en 
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againft the Attempts of the Roman Pontiffs, 
many Decifions about Matters wherein all 
Chrifiendom was concerned, the Execution of 
Yehu Hus and Jerom of Prague, a Domeftick 
War kindled upon that Account in a whole 
Kingdom, the Ele€tion and Coronation of a 
Pope: All chofe things muft needs raife the 
Coriofiry of the Publick, and make them 
defirous to dive into the Motives and Springs, 
which produced thofe Events. 

In order to fhew, that there never was 
an Aflembly fo confiderable in all refpetts, 
as the Council of Conftance, Mr. Lenfant ob- 
ferves, that every Kingdom, Repablick, and 
State, and almoft every City or Community 
in Europe {ent their Ambaffadors, or Deputies, 
to that Council. It appears from the Lifts 
drawn up at that very time, taat there were 
at Gonflance Thirty Cardinals, Four Patriarchs, 
‘Twenty Archbifhops, about.a Hundred and 
Fifty. Bifhops, above a Hundred Abbots, 
Fourteen Auditors of Rote, above a Hun- 
dred and Fifty other Prelates, either Gene- 
relg.of Orders or Priors, and above Two 
Hundred, Dottors. Two Popes prefided in 
the Council, the one in the Beginning , and 
the-other at the Conclufion of it. The Em- 
peror was conftantly in that Affembly. 
‘There were in it Four EleQors, viz, the Es 
JeGtors of Mentz, and Saxony, the Eletor Pa- 
latin, and Frederick, Burgrave of Naremberg, 
who.received there the Elef&toral Cap, be- 
fides the Envoys of the other Ele&ors. A 
great Number of other Princes appeared in 
the Council, fuch as the Dukes of Bavaria, 
Aufria, Silefia, Lignitz, and Brieg, and ma- 
ny. more, either Markgraves or Burgraves, 
Counts, Barons,’ Gentlemen, and the Am- 
baffadors of thofe that were abfent. ( See 
the Margin t.) Ic was a:-Noble Spettacle to 
fee all the States of Chriftendom, and the moit 
Eminent Perfons. for their Knowledge and 
Dignity, aflembled.in the’fame Place..

certain Order of Men, They met, ; 
firft place,.to reftore the Seate of chun 
dom horribly torn by a Schifm of Forty 
Years, or thereabouts. The Corruption of 
the Clergy being then very general, it was 
extremely difficule to make a Pope, who 
fhould be approved by fo many Nations di. 
vided by different Incerefts. The Council 
wanted neither Prudence nor Vigor ia that 
re{pect ; and no Ecclefiaftical Aftlembly did 
ever exert their Authority in a more fignal 
manner. For the Popes, who pretended to 
be the Arbitrators and Judges of tht World, 
were not only fummoned, but condemned 
before that Tribunal, forcedto acknowledge 
a Superior Power,. and.to fubmit to thie 
snggrent of Oecumenical Councils. 
hough the Condu& of the Council, as 

to this Head, has not had a general Appro. 
bation ; yet it muft be confeffed, that the 
Method they took to reunite the Church; 
and to put an End to the Schifm, is their 
nobleft and moft warthy Performance. ’Tis 
true, their Decrees concerning the Superi- 
ority of Councils above the Popes were nor 
univerfally received, Every body.did nor 
approve their Ele&ion of Martin V. aid 
perhaps they might have made a_ better 
Choice. Nor was the Schifm, wholly. fup. 
prefled, notwithftanding all, the Care that 
was taken to cut off the very Roots of it. 
However , it cannot be denied that. the 
Council: left. nothing unattempted in the 
prefent Cafe, and that their Proceedings 
were attended with good Succefs. 

The fame cannot be faid of the Second 
Affair for which the Council met, viz. the 
Reformation of the Church in its Head and 
Members, and the Reftoration of the Difci- 
pline.. Every body acknowledged the Dif- 
eafe ; but few People approved the Remedy. 
It was more eafy to get a general Confent 
for the Depofition of wicked Popes, than to, 
force the Clergy! co renounce Avarice, Am- 
bition,Senfuality,and other Paffions,chat were 
the Caufe of their diforderly. Lives. . The 
Gain which a¢crued ‘to the Popes from theit 
Expefative Graces, ‘Referves , Difpenfations ’ 
Exemptions, and Arbitrary Impofitions, 1 4 


word, from the Venality of Spiritual 
Things, 
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Things, and Ecclefiaftieal Benefices, was fo 
confiderable , that thofe Pontiffs could not 
be perfuaded to let go their Hold. 

Nor was it the Intereft of the Clergy in ge. 
neral, thatthe Reformation fhould be carried 
too far, The Queftion was to oblige the 
Bifhops, and other Paftors, to refide in their 
Diocefes and Parifhes; to vific the Flocks 
committed to their Care, without opprefling 
them with unneceflary Impofitions; to be 
contented with fuch Benefices as they might 
lawfully enjoy ; to live with a Modefty be- 
coming their Chara&ter ; to preachthe Word 
of God themfelves, inftead of beftowing 
that Employment upon ignorant or, profane 
Men, who depreciated Religion by their un- 
worthy Way of Preaching it; and to work a 
general Reformation among Chriftians by 
their Exemplary Lives. That Council could 
never be fufficiently commended, if they 
had been as-earneft in overcoming the Dit- 
ficulties of fuch a Reformation, as they were 
in removiog the Obftacles to a Reunion: 
They would doubtlefs have effetted. chat 
great Work, had it been poflible to appoint 
Commiflaries, who had not been both Judges 
and Parties. But fuch an important Subject 


was only touched upon; and what was fore-, 


told by fome Orators of the Council, came 
co pafs, That the Gnat would be firained, and 
the Camel {wallowed. 

The Council met, in the third place, to 
fupprefs Herefy. Nothing could have been 
more worthy of chat Famous Affembly, than 
to reform the. Do&rine, which was nolefs 
corrupted than the Lives of Chriftians. But 
inftead of reforming Religion, the Council 
made Ufe of their Authority ro keep up the 
Abules and Superftitions, which had crept 
into the Church through Ignorance, Intereit, 
and Ambition. Inftead of hearing the Com- 
plaints of the Bohemians, and endeavouring 
to convince them by good Reafons, they 
had recourfe to violent Means. . John Hus 
was imprifoned contrary to the publick Faith: 
The moft Sacred and the . moft Inviolable 
Laws were trampled upon: The Fathers of 
the Council lighted Wood-piles, and burne 
the Hereticks, In a word, inftead of paci- 


fying the Church, they kindled a War by 
their crafh Decifions.and cruel Executions. ., 
W hilft the Council exprefied a, greac Zeal 
againft the Hufites, they countenanced grea: 
Errors, which undermined. Religion ap 
Morality. Hence it is that fome Celebrated 
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Doftors, and’ Gerfox among others, declared 
es thac the Council had a double 

eight, and a double Meafure. The 
Knights of the Teutonick Order, who deftroy- 
ed all with Fire and Sword under pretence 
of Converting the Infidels, and reuniting 
the Greeks with the Latin Church, were fupe: 
ported by that Aflembly, notwithftanding 
the Remonftrances of the King of Poland, 
The Fathers of the Council refufed to con. 
demn an execrable and impious Libel writ- 
ten by a Monk, wherein he exhorted all! 
Chriftians co murder that King, and co puc 
all the Poles to the Sword; though that Piece 
had been condemned with the unanimous 
Confent of all Nations, and even of the 
Cardinals. |The King of France was not 
more fuccefsful in profecuting another 
Monk, who had been fo bold as co juftify 
publickly the. Affoflination of the Duke of 
Orleans, by the Duke of Burgundy’s Order. 
Nor did the Council exprefs a jaft Severity 
againft che cruel and bloody Sect of the Fla. 
gelanses, a Kind of Fanaticks, who, under 
pretence of Devotion, committed all forts 
of Abominations, and ran into Libertinifm, 
and the moft extravagant Independency. But 
if the Council of Confance did not anfwer 
the publick Expe&ation in feveral refpects ; 
it appears from what has been faid, that no 
Council did ever meet about more importance 
Affairs. 

If the Partifans of the Pope, and of the 
Court of Rome, had prevailed in the Coun. 
cil, all thofe Princes who aflifted in ir, 
would have been mere Spectators, and obli- 
ged to fubmic to everything. But Care 
wastaken in due time-to prevent the Clergy 
from. deciding all the Matters laid before 
them, according to their Paflioas, or their 
Intereft ; and if they aflumed co themfelves 
a greater Authority, than did belong to 
them, it ought. to be afcribed, co the Necef. 
ficy of the Times, and the Power of Cuftom, 
The Princes were not, oply prefent at the 
publick Seflions, but-had alfo a Share in the, 
moft importante Tranfactions, and frequently 
fupported the Council by their Advices, and 
their Sceddinefs. Though the Emperor de- 
figned to treat the Pope, the Cardinals, and, 
all che Clergy ,with, great Moderation ; yee 
he. was fometimes obliged to afe his Autho« 
rity, and to.carsy it higher, than, bis Pr ¢) 
ceflors had done for a jong Time.» He for. 
ced the Agembly by his Eusmagts . ¢0 fee 
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a Method unknown till them in.a Council, 
but highly reafonable, and of the greateft 
Importance, as things ftood at that Time, 
vit. not to vote fingly, but by Nations. 
This Way of Voting broke entirely the 
Mealures of John XXUIL. who having many 
Cardinals, a prodigious Number of poor 
Prelates, Monks, and other Ecclefiafticks at 
his Devotion, expe&ed to carry every thing 
by a Majority of Votes. 

What the Council did to keep the Cardi- 
nals in Awe, is no lefs glorious to that Af- 
fembly. The Cardinals having made them- 
{elves very fufpicious by eleG@ing the Anti- 
popes, and fupporting fehbn XXIIL. either 
publickly, or privately; ‘i¢ was the Opinion 
of many Members of the Counc:], that they 
fhould be wholly excluded from the Manage- 
ment of Affairs. But becaufe fuch a bold 
Refolution would have made todo great a 
Noife, a Medium was found out, vie. that 
they fhould not vote as Cardinals , or Mem- 
bers of the Sacred College, but as Members 
of their Nations. As for whae-cofcerns the 
Affemblies held about the Reformation, 
fome only of the beft qualified Cardinals 
were named for that Purpofe; and at the 
Pope’s Ele&tion, they had Four Deputies of 
each Nation, invefted with the fame Power, 
affociated to them. The ‘Cardinals were 
forced to fubmit to this Decifion; and the 
only thing they could obtain, was, that it 
fhould be inferted in the Decree, That fuch 
an. Affociation, at the Eleétion of a Pope, 
was only for that Time. 

The Author infers from what has been 
faid, that if we confider the Numbet and 
Quality of chofe who compofed that Coun- 
cil, the Importance of the Matters which 
they were to decide, and'their Way of pro- 
ceeding, it cannot be denied chat it was the 
moft folemn Ecclefiaftical Affembly , that 
was held from the Beginning of Chrifti- 
anity. yan 

It can be no wonder, fays Mr. Lent 
that a Council, which ptetended to be fupe- 
rior to the Popes, which undertook to judge, 
and even to depofe them, and which leffened 
the Authority of the Cardinals, froufd nor 
have been approved by the Roman Pontifts, 
by ‘che Divines of the Court of Rome, and 
the Ultramountain Caponifts. But it ap- 
pears from this Hiftory, that the Council of 
Conftance had all the Qualifications requifite 
im an Ocecumehical Council. The Author 
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proves it in the following manner, 
Council was.compofed of Deputies 
Parts of the Chriftian World, wit 
nme eta Church. 
was the Right of the Pope to call a Counc: 
as the Popes pretended er Wher mee 
the Privilege of the Emperor, as fome Do. 
ors affirmed; nothing can be objeGed 
againft the Council of Conftance, fince it wa 
fummoned in concert with the Emperor snd 
a Pope acknowledged by the greateft Part of 
Chriflendim, °*Tis true, that in the Beginnin 
of this Council, the whole Church was ue 
perfectly reunited. Gregory XII. had a {mall 
Obedience in fome Parts of Italy and Germa. 
ny; and Benedi XIU. had on his Side Spain 
Scotland, and the Counts of Foix and drmac. 
nac. But how can fuch a {mall Pare of Chri. 
fiendem be compared with Maly, France, Ger- 
many, Bohemia, Hungary, Pcland, England 
Denmark, Sweden, and ail the Northern Coun. 
tries? 3. When Gregory XIT. yielded, and his 
Obedience was united to the Council, as well 
as that of Bencdié XIII. after his Depofition; 
and when Martin V, who was elected with 
the Confent of all Nations, had approved 
the Council, what plaufible Reafon can any 
one alledge againft the Council of Conflance? 
Nay , the Uleramountains cannot difpute the 
Authority of that Council, without bringing 
into Queftion the Ele&tion of Martin V. who 
was eleed there, and confequently that of 
all his Succeflors. Befides, if the Council 
of Confance is not a lawful Council, Mars 
tin V. committed a very great Faule by ap- 
proving all their Decrees, without excepting 
thofe which fet the Councils above the 
Popes; for he declared that he fubfcribed to 
every thing, which was decreed conciliariter, 
that is, in a full Council. But the Decree, 
whereby that Superiority of the Councils is 
eftablifhed, is a Decree of that Nature, fince 
it was unanimouily approved in the Fifth 
Seffion. 4. It is a very odd thing to acknow- 
ledge a Council in fome Refpetts, and to fe- 
jee it upon other Accounts, as tf the Holy 
Spirit had enlightened the Fathers in fome 
Points, and forfaken them in others. Thofe 
who do not acknowledge the Infallibiliey of 
Councils, may lawfully approve of rejeé 
what appears to them right or wrong ; but 
thofe who affert their Infalfibility, ought to 
be more uniform.’ There is no Medium! 
Councils ought to be wholly rejected, oF 
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approved in every thing, ‘efpecially = 
the. 














the Queftion is about an Article of Faith, 
fuch as this, Whether the Council is above 
the Pope, or the Pope above the Council. 
Thefe Remarks are fufficient to thew, that 
the Council of Ccufamce has been rejected by 
the Uletramountains merely out of Paffion 
and Intereft, without any Reafon whereby 
i¢ may appear that ic was not an Occumenical 
Council. 

After thefe Obfervations containing a ge- 
neral Notion of the Council of Coxfance, 
Mr. Lenfant proceeds to give an Account of 
thofe Memoirs and Authors, out of which 
he has compofed the Hiftory of that Coun- 
cil, He has not confined himfelf to Anna- 
lifts, Colle&tors of Councils, Chronographers, 
and Ecclefiaftical Writers. Germany has at- 
forded the Author more Materials chan any 
other Country. In the Year 1483. an Hi- 
ftory of that Council, written in the German 
Language by Ulric Reichental, Canon of Con- 
ftance, was publifhed at Augsburg, Reichental 
alilted in the Council, and had a fhare in fe. 
veral important Tranfaftions That Canon 
was, in all probability, one of the molt ig- 
norant Clergyman of his Age; for he fays 
that the Word Herefiarcha lignifies 4 Trunk 
(arcam) full of all forts of Herefies. In the 
next Century, John Stumphius, a Proteftanc 
Writer of Swiférland , publifhed alfo a Ger- 
man Hiftory of the fame Council, more ex- 
act, and containing more Particulars than 
the former. Mr, Lewfant has made Ule of 
thofe Two Hiftories, and likewife of the Hi- 
Rory of the War of the Huflices, printed at 
Wittemberg by Theebaldus in the German Lane 
guage 1609. Theebaldus inferted in that Book 
Parc of the Hiftory of the Council of Con- 
ftance, which occafioned that War by the Ex- 
ecution of Jeb Hufs, the Condemnation of 
the Hufites, Oc. Another Piece, which has 
been of great Ufe to the Author, is a Manu- 
fcripe Hiftory of the Emperor Sigi{mund, 
written likewile in the German Language by 
Rierhard Windck, one of his Counfellors, who 
attended upon that Prince in moft of his 
Negotiations relating to the Council. 

Though the Authors, juft now mentioned, 
afforded a greac deal of Matter to write the 
Hiftory ot the Council of Conflance; yet 
Mr. Lenfant would not have undertaken fuch 
a Work, had be not been furnifhed with 
more Materials 10 be found in the large Col- 
lection of the Adts of that Council. The 
Publick. is indebted for that Excellent Col- 
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Ie&tion, to the Generofity and Munificence 
of the late Prince Rodelphus Augufus of 
Brunfwick, and to the Induitry and indefati- 
gable Labour of Dr. Yen der Hardt, Profeifor 
of Divinity at Helmfaat, and Abbot of Ms- 
riendurg. That Collection, confifting of Six 
Volumes, is known to the Learned. Mr. 
Lenfant gives an Account of all the Pieces 
contained in it, from whence ic appears, thac 
no Hiftory was ever compoted from more 
Autheatick Monuments, than this Hiftory of 
the Council of Conflamce. Ladd, that ic is 
written with great Judgmenc and Imparti- 
ality , and deferves co have a Place in all the 
Libraries of che Curious.
